fi) A sum of Rs. 2 -22 Jakhs was wrong pajd by the Bank in the name of the Administrative Oflicer of the University’s Medical 
College against five cheques during 1972-73, and not Written back. It was being shown as Unclassified debit” in (he book$ 
of the University. Action taken to recover the amount from the Bank Was not intimated (August ]9$7f 
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I (ii) A ch6aue for Rs’ 64 J 0 drawn in favour of the Uttar Pradesh Rajkiya Nirman Nigam in 1980-81 was stolen by some one who 

j altered the amount to Rs, 16,410 and encashed it at the Bank. The University stated (August 1987) that a case for reedvery 

of the amount was pending in the court of law. 

(iii) Twocheques for Rs. 59,000 received by the University in 1984-85 were sent to its Bank for collection but the Bank informed 
on 30th July 1987 that the proceeds had not yet been received from its New Delhi Main Branch. 

4. DircrsiTc of grant 

In order to improve training facility in the Tibbjya College of the Uinversiiy, the Uttar Pradesh Government agreed (1973) to meet 
50 per cent of the estimated expenditure of Rs, one lakh in addition of a building to accommodate 50 more beds at the tlten existing hos¬ 
pital. The expenditure was to be shared equally by the Stale Government and the University. The construction work which started in 
1974-75 was completed in 1983-84 al a cost of Rs. 3 ‘48lakhs. The State Govemm^tpaid only Rs. 0 ‘50 lakhs against the amount of 
Rs. 1 ‘74 lakhs due from them. 

The University did not state reasons for non-payment of the balance amount of Rs. 1 ‘24 lakhs by the State Government which was 
met by diversion of grants received from the UGC (August 1987). 

5. (i) Outstanding advances 

As on 31st March 1987, the advances totalling Rs, 134 -55 lakhs, given uPto 31st March, 1986 to various departments of the Uni¬ 
versity to meet their requirements from time to time, were awaiting adjustment. Age wise position of the outstandings was as under >-

Since the advances were debited to final account head ab-initio, there was no way of cross checking the correctness of the figures for 
the outstanding advances. 

<ii) Outstanding against the letters of credit 

An amount of Rs. 37 *47 lakhs paid towards opening of the letters of credit for payment against imported equipment during 1978-79 
to 1985-86 was awaiting adjustment (August 1987). Neither the University received the equipment nor any adjustment for the cost of 
equipment received had been carried out. 

6. Utilisation of donation 

in January 1983, the University fcceivcd a donation of Rs. 1 *52 lakhs from two private parties for the modernisation of its printing 
press (not being financed from the grants from the UGC/Government of India), which was enjoying, monopoly of doing work for the 
University alone. The amount received was utilised for liquidating the Pending liabilities of the press (bills of paper suppliers and stafi 
salary) instead of on its modernisation. 

7, Purchase of Cement 

To meet the requirement of cement for its construction programme, the University received allotments for t he levy cement from the 
Regional Controller of Cement, New Delhi as detailed below :—

The University did not lift 1435 tonnes of levy and yet purchased 605 tonnes of cement at market price in April (105 tonnes), 
June (50 tonnes) July 1986 (150 tonnes)'and in January 1987 (300 tonnes) at the rate of Rs- 62 TO/Rs. 66 -75 per bag (of 50 Kgs., each) 
Which higlicr by Rs, 7 to Rs. 11 per beg as compared to the price of levy cement (R-s. 55 -60 per bag approximately). Tins involved an 
avoidable extra expenditure of Rs, I TO lakhs). 
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The CinivtTtily statfd (August 1987) that road Iransr^^rt was not arranged as it was rainy season and there was possibility of 
cen-ent getting dantciged. The Unbersity, in fad, lifted 735 tonnes of-levy cement in July 1986 which was rainy month, whereas the 
lapsed quantities we 'c to be lifted by June and October 1986. 

8. Delay In opening of letter of credit 

The Government of India sanctioned (March 1983) a scheme for creation of infrastructure in the areas of weakness in electronics, 
for which a grant of Rs. ID lakhs was released during 1982-83. The University obtained a quotation through an Indian agent of a foreign 
supplier for MASS ALlGhJER MA 750, requiring foreign exchange worth Rs. 8 -03 lakhs at the then prevailing exchange rate (July 
1985) which was valid for 180 days.The University opened a letter of credit on 7th February 1986, by which time the validity of proforma 
invoice had expired. The exchange rate also went up from 10th March 1986, requiring Rs. 9.51 lakhs for the same amount of the requi¬ 
site foreign currency, against which a letter of credit was opened on J2th March 1986. Tire consignment was received at a total cost of 
Rs. 9 ’46 lakh. The delayed opening of the letter of credit resulted in an avoidable extra expenditure of Rs. 1 -43 lakhs. The University 
did not furnish reasons for tire delay. 

9. FqulpDient/mttchines awaithig Installation 

(i) X-ray machine 

The University placed an order on the Indian agent of a foreign supplier for an X-ray machine (value, Rs, 4 -90 lakhs) in April 
1985. The machine was received in July 1986 but it had not installed as yet (August 1987). It was stated (August 1987) that the 
machine was process of installation. 

(ID MASS ALIGNER MA 750 

A fiopb.isticated maclrine MASS ALIGNER MA 750 imported through an Indian agent of a foreign supplier at the cost of Rs. 9.46 
lakhs in March 1986 for creation of infrastructure in the areas of weakness In electronics had not been instiled (August 1987) for wen 
of special type of accommodation which, it was initially wrongly thought, was available already. 

(HI) Tracking Scope 

Tracking Scope (30 MH-2) valuing Rs. 1 '51 lakhs, imported by the University from a foreign country in the year 1984-85 for 
streng thening of teaching facilities in the area of weakness in Electrical Engineering department was found defective (July 1985). The 
supplier did not turn up to rectify the fault depsite reminders with the result that the machine had been lying idle since July 1985. 

10. Uncommissioned sewage system 

About 10 years back, the Uttar Pradesh Jal Nigam laid sewage system and installed sewage treatment plant for the University’s Cam^ 
pus against the deposit of Rs. 35 -31 lakhs. Part of the system covering the University’s Women’s College only was taken over from the 
Jal Nigam in November 1985, whereas the other part intended to serve the rest of the campus had not been taken over the treatment 
plant (cost not available) remained uncommissioned (August 1987) due to certain defects (nature notispecifiod). 

. The University staled (August P87) that the Jal Nigam had since initiated steps to rectify the defects; but reasons for the inordinate 
delay in this behalf were not forthcooming, 

11. (I) Delayed allotment of staff quarters 

Construction of 44 staff quartes was completed by a contractor in July 1982, whereas their allotment by the University was made 
during September 1984 to May 1985. The delay In this respect, ranging from 24 to 34 months, caused rental Joss of the Rs, 0 -38 iakhs. 
This was besides tlie house rent allowance which would be allottees continued to draw while awaiting ahotmenf of the residential quarters 

Three other staff quarters, which the too were constructed In July 1982 remained unallotted whereas one more was unauthorisedly. 
occupied (Augiist 1987). 

It was stated (August 1987) that the contractor did not hand over the quarters to the University immediately after completion. 
Reasons for delay were, however, not clarified. 

(il) Arrears In rent 

As on 3l8t March 1987, a sum of Rs. 1 -05 lakhs was outstanding for recovery towards arrears of rent from the persons who had 
either retired (32 coses) or left the University service (8 cases), but remained in occupation of University quarters. 

12. University Press 

In September 1959, the Executive Council of the University resolved that all its printing work be entrusted to the University Press 
established in April 1959 with loan assistance from the University medical College. In March 1960, the University Grants Commission 
gave one time grant of Rs. 1 -81 lakhs to the University against which it adjusted the Joan liability of the Press towards the medical 
College. However, the Press was not being treated as a part of the University, though it enjoyed the monopoly of executing printing job 
from thelatter. 

Tlrough intended to run on commercial lines, the Press was not exposed to competition. Its schedule of rates os approvetby the 
Executive Council fi om time to time did not have any relationship with the market rates. The Press had also been getting the University’s 
printing work done from the out-side presses for which it charged the latter at its approved schedule of rates. 

During 1986-87, the Press charged Rs. 1 -98 lakhs, which was higher by about 150 per cent. The University stated (August 1987) 
that there cop Id not bo parity between the two and that the rates of the University .Press were bound to be higher. 
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Out of printing machines purchased in 1960 two were out of operation being uneconomical to run. By virtue of its enjoying 
a sheltered business the Press did not have incentive to modernise its machinery. Reportedly for want of funds, needs for paper tvere met 
from the local market Instead from tlie manufacturers, which could have been economical. As to the action taken in this behalf, the Uni¬ 
versity stated (August of 1987) that only spot improvements were done. 


Despite all the favourable factors, the Press suffered a net loss of Rs. 2 *71 laJchs from 1975-76 to 1981-82. 
The value of printing work done by the Pscss for the Umversity from 1982-83 to 1986-87 was as under :—

The University stated (Agust 1987) that a proposal had been sent to the UGC for purchase of one automatic-printing machine, two 
numbers of Treadle machine (hand-fed) and one rulihg machine and for construction of a ne'w pres s building for development of the Press 
during the Seventh Five Year Plan period at an estimated cost of Rupees 20 *75 lakhs. 

13. Introduction of M, Tech, course In Computer Science 

In August 1984, the University submitted to the UGC a proposal for introduction of M, Tech. Course in Computer Science. Pending 
rece i pi t'tf th c f ormal appr ova], the course was s tort cd in the year 1984-85 havingtwo years duration, with 4 semesters. The intake capacity 
was fixed at 20 with a scholarship of Rs. 1000 per month each. The requirement of teaching faculty, in the initial stage, was met out of 
the existing strength on payment of Rs. 25 per lecture. Out of the first batch of 20 students, 11 left in the second year and only 9 took 
the final examination after completing 3 semesters and were awarded degrees. 

As approval of the UGC did not come through, the course was closed (1985-86 session) after incurring an expenditure 
ofRs.l.-Tl lakhs, which was met out of the saving from other ^scholarship grants, (Rs.l -59 lakhs) and from the Vice-Chancollor*s 
Fund[(R8.0 ]2 lakhs)* 

14. Tralning-Cum-Production Centre 

For the establishment of Trainlng-cum-production Centre a the University Polytechnic with the sole aim of assisting the lock indus- 
ry with modem techniques and job orienced facilities, the UGC released a grant of Rs, 6 *50 lakhs in 1977-78. 

The University purchased 13 items of machinery, which were installcdin the workshop during 1980-84. The doctailed scheme for setting 
uptheCentreassubmittedby the Principal of the Polytechnic was not approved by the Executive Coucil, The Executive Council, 
however decided (1980) for appointment of a Committee to review the entire scheme. However, the Committee appointed in 1980 was 
yet to make recommendations (August 1987). The University, however, slated (August 1987) that the machines purchased for the Centre 
were being used in a limited sense at the Tralning-cum-production-cum-eXtension Centre set up under another scheme sponsored by 
the Government of Uttar Pradesh in 1985.
